Mr. Gardiner, stopping briefly in Montreal en route 
to Halifax, said notices of the meeting have gone to the 
provinces and that in addition to Dominion and provincial 
agricultural officials, representatives of leading farm 
organizations and the farm press have been invited. 

Mr. Gardiner, speaking of domestic conditions, said 
removal of subsidies and price ceilings from feed graing had 
to come and although their increased costs to farmers would 
probably result in higher prices to the consumer for certain 
dairy and other farm products, ‘‘ ventually it will all level 
off.” He mentioned the recent decline in butter prices as

Education Said 
National Concern 


LETHBRIDGE, Alta, Nov. 4. — 
(CP)—Education is of national con- 
cern rather than provincial, it is 
contended in a brief to be submit- 
ted to the royal commission on 
provincial-municipal financial re- 
lations by the Union of Alberta 
Municipalities. The brief was 
approved at the Union's annual 
convention here last week, 

“. ..« WE SUGGEST that no 
municipality in the province should 
bear more than 50 per cent of the 
school costs now charged against 
municipal revenues - « - surely the 
province is just as much interested 
and concerned in education as each 
individual municipality. 

“The present allocation of school 
grants should be revised on a per- 
centage cost per pupil basis distri- 
buted according to school popula- 
tion, although in this respect we 
appreciate that all school districts 
could not be dealt with alike.” 

The union urged the removal of 
the burden of health, education 
and social service costs from real 
property and the restricted muni- 
cipal revenue base. 

“~,. The municipalities are not 
trying to escape from their pro- 
per and full obligations - - - but 
the burden would be spread more 
in accordance with the ‘ability to 
pay’ principle.” 

THE TOWN OF Didsbury asked 
for provincial assistance to towns 
and villages in road building and 
maintenance by making available 
the necessary heavy equipment 
and advice on an equitable basis. 
It also asked further relief by way 
of increased grants to schools and 
amendments to the assessment act 
to enable towns and villages to 
collect more taxes. 


Civil Service 
Down to Business 


OTTAWA, Nov. 4.—(CP)—Dele- 
gates to the convention of the 
Civil Service Federation of Can- 
ada were welcomed yesterday by 
C. H, Bland, chairman of the civil 
service commission, who assured 
them the commission “does know 
and sympathize with your prob- 
lems.” 

Mr. Bland told the 200 delegates, 
who represent 100,000 federal gov- 
ernment employes from coast to 
coast, that the commission is con- 
sidering upward revision of civil 
service salaries, and said the qual-

Later the convention delegated 
a committee to wait on Acting 
Prime Minister St, Laurent today 
to take up the salary question. 
The committee will ask the acting 
prime minister to grant an inter- 
view with the cabinet or a rep- 
resentative committee to discuss 
the CSFC brief which was sup- 
mitted last August. 

This brief called for » 25 per 
cent increase in civil service sal- 
aries over the basic rates as they 
existed in 1939 and permanent 
status for long term temporaries.

They appear to have 
congregated here only at certain sea« 
sons, perhaps years apart. 

Richest In World 


The Connecticut valley is by far 
the richest area in the world for 
these imprints of the distant past. 
Amherst college alone has 21,500 
specimens. The collection at the 
Peabody museum at Yale, now being 
studied by Dr. Lull, is the second 
largest. Curiously enough, very few 
fossil bones of dinosaurs have been 
| found here. Apparently few of them 
| died at this point in their periodie 

migrations. 

Dinosaurs were mostly flesh eaters 
with an occasional herbivercus spe- 
| cies among them, The size ranged 
from about 21 feet in length to a 
few inches. From the footprints, Dr, 
Lull is able to make many deduc- 
tions as to the appearance and 
habits of the creatures in life. The 
| same dinosaur complex, he says, was 


spread as far south as Georgia, 

Numerous remains have been found 

in New Jersey and Maryland, 
Difficult To Explain 


The scarcity of dinosaur 
the Connecticut valley, Dr. Lull says, 
is difficult to explain in view of the 
great numbers that must have been 
here at various times. The finds to 
date have been fragmentary and 
purely accidental. The largest part of 
| one of the best fossils is known to 
| be in a block of stone used in the 
| foundations of a small Connecticut 
| bridge. To recover it will require 
| tearing down the structure. Dr Lull 
| has obtained permission of town 
officials to do this if there is “ne 
interruption of traffic” — a require- 
ment which can be met only by 
| building a temporary bridge. 
| More than 100 different types of 
footprints, possibly representing that 
many species of dinosaurs, have 
been distinguished to date and it is 
expected that more will be found. 


‘Porkers Ignore 
Hemispheric Force 


RIVIERE DU LOUP, Que., (CP) 
| —Perhaps a stop should be put right 
|away to talk of hemispheric influe 
}ence on the curl in pigs’ tails, 
| ‘The question got into print ed 
recent editorial note in the Ne 
York Herald Tribune telling of 
queries received by the New York 
Botanical Gardens about the effect 
of hemispheric location on plants, 
Questioners wanted to know if 
plants in the northern hemisphere 
twine in one direction—say clock- 
wise while plants in the southern 
hemisphere twist the opposite way. 

The editorial mentioned that sime 
ilar information about pigs’ tails 
was sought of the Gardens which 
replied happily that pigs and tails 
were not its concern. 

Both these questions recall a story 
|that keeps cropping up in Australia 
—about basins draining with the 
| water spiralling away in a Cclock- 
| wise turn. In Montreal, Toronto oF 
|}any other northern city, water is 
supposed to drain with an opposite 
spin. 

A Canadian-Australian gathering 
in a Sydney hotel once put the 
damper on the idea by experiments 
, with the basins in several rooms, 
The #fiding was that some of t 
Australian basius drained clockw: 
Others just the opposite. 

The puzzle of the curl in the 


pigs’ tails is not new, at least in 
Quebec where several generations 
have sung the tune “Pourquoi les 


petits cochons ont-ils les queues en 
tire-bouchon?” 

However, a barnyard survey on the 
farm of Ernest Carrier on the out- 
Skirts of Riviere du Loup revealed 
this position: 

Among nine big and little, male 
and female pigs, four have tails 
curled clockwise, three have coune 
ter-clockwise tails; one had a vare 
jable tail, sometimes clockwise, 
sometimes counter-clockwise
